INCIDENT MANAGEMENT SITUATION REPORT
FRIDAY, MARCH 31, 2006 — 0800 MST
NATIONAL PREPAREDNESS LEVEL 2

CURRENT SITUATION:

Initial attack activity was heavy nationally with 329 new fires reported. Nine new large fires were
reported, eight in the Southern Area, and one in the Eastern area. Seven large fires were
contained in the Southern Area. Very high to extreme fire indices were reported in Massachusetts
and Vermont.

SOUTHERN AREA INCIDENTS/LARGE FIRES:

WEST TEXAS IA, Texas Forest Service. A Texas State Type 2 Incident Management Team
(Hanneman) is assigned in Midland, TX. The Team is assisting local jurisdictions with managing
initial and extended attack fires within the 140 million acre fire management response area. Three
fires for 63 acres were reported. Acres, structure losses and costs represent cumulative fire
activity for the response area.

CHARLIE O'BRIEN, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire started on private land eight miles
northwest of Beggs, OK in hardwood timber. Active burning in the interior of the fire was reported.

170™ STREET, Florida Division of Forestry. This fire is three miles northwest of Miami Lakes, Fl in
hurricane damaged timber. Heavy smoke is causing road closures in congested areas. Spotting
was observed.

SPANISH PEAKS, Oklahoma Division of Forestry. This fire started on private land nine miles
northeast of Beggs, OK in hardwood leaves and litter. One structure was lost. Structures, wildlife
habitat and a watershed are threatened. Some active burning in the interior of the fire was
reported.

GAMBLER, Eglin Air Force Base. This fire is five miles southwest of Holt, FL in southern rough
and timber. The fire continues to be monitored.

LASALLE, Mississippi Forestry Commission. This fire is three miles north of Bay St. Louis, MS in
logging slash. No new information was reported. This will be the last report unless new
information is received.
